Once he almost won control of 
the N.J. Afro American office, but his flaw here was in trying to 
push aside veteran editor, Bob Queen. 

Youth in college were advised at the past Montclair State Col- 
lege Commencement to train for two careers instead of one in the 
risky economic situation always warned about by the media. .. the 
“100 Black Men", producers of this week's football classic at the 
Giants Stadium, were lax in arranging press accommodations for 
black newsmen, but perhaps finally did no at the last minute. . 
.Maria Martinez of After Hours arranged to buy a big block of tickets 
to the game for Upward Bound students. 

Earl Graves, publisher of “Black Enterprize," also owns a chain 
of radio stations across the country, but retains all white staffs, ac- 
cording to a Paterson source. . . Many senior citizens with half-bus 
fares, new homes all over, special buses to social events, organized 
entertaintment, escort services to market, seem to enjoy a life at 
ease; but why not, having worked hard and long most of their lives. 
Election tip: Perhaps it will be these seniors who put Pres. Carter 
back in office. Also the fear of Ronald Reagans implied threat to 
limit welfare, all poverty programs, and social ecurity may be the 
platform that defeats him.

ENERGY AND YOU 


Much has been written about the use, abuse and conserva- 
tion of energy for in the home, but how much of this infor- 
mation is wasted? 

in simple terrns, if the energy that is consumed now, 
for heating, lighting, etc. is wasted, then increasing the pro- 
duction of energy will not satisfy the growing needs of the 
population. 

in order not to waste present energy resources, con- 
servation is the first step that homeowners, apartment 
dwellers, and persons in business can take to cut down on 
waste. Though setting thermostats at 68°F is a move in the 
right direction, if there are cracks or leaks around windows, 
doors, in walls, ceilings or floors, then setting the ther- 
mostat at 68°F will not be effective and may actually be 
counter productive. 

Before the seriously cold weather sets in it is wise to 
have an energy audit done on a house, an apartment or a 
business. 

An energy audit can be done professionally (by 
P.S.E.&G. or a private firm) or can be done by a person liv- 
ing/working in a house, an apartment or business. 

Besides weatherization, furnace and boiler tune ups 
are generally called for. Be sure that the heating (space and 
hot water) systems are operating at peak efficiency, local 
dealers and utilities are the primary source for this type of 
work. If there are any questions, heating and cooling con- 
tractors are able to do prior or followup evaluations. 

If any further questions develop, state, county, and 
municipal energy offices are available to render some 
assistance. Aiso, there are local & area agencies set up to 
assist in energy conservation.
